Selenſlum Traces 

MAGDALENA, (Sonora, Mex.) 
June 17.—Question: I am an old 
subscriber of The Times and I am 
sending you a sample of a mineral 
that I cannot make out what it 
is. Please let me know its com- 
mercial value, and what its compo- 
sition. “An Old Subscriber.” 

Answer: Before the blowpipe, 
the sample mixed with borax yields 
a purple-red bead when hot, and 
a partly transparent and chlorite 
yellowish color when cold. 

Cold single acids have but slight 
effect on he mineral, and in the 
fame of the blowpipe decrepita- 
tion is shown. 

In boiling acid the sickening 
odors of arsenic and seleni are 
noted. There is no eulytine, 
(eulytite) a bismuth silicate with 
fluoride and phosphate of iron, in 
the specimen. 

Under the microscope we tried 
hard to note if any Sperrylite 
(platinum arsenide) could be de- 
tected, with negative results. 

Notwithstanding the fact that a 
somewhat long delay has occurred 
in giving you this qualitative re- 
port on the specimen, further 
analyses should be obtained quan- 
titatively on average minerals taken

Buried Under 


Strong Acting 


Although they don’t mention it 
on the program, “Shackles ol 
Gol4,” the Fox photodrama 
which William Farnum et a! are 


appearing this week at Loow’s, is 
really in all esséntial particulars 
“The Pit“ of the late Frank Nor- 
ris. True, John Gibbs does not go 
broke while trying to corner 
wheat, but in an endeavor to ruin 
the man who tried to steal his 
wife. There are a few other minor 
differences. But anyone who ever 
read the Norris novel will not fall 
to recognize the present story. 

Moreover, some are likely to rec- 
ognize it rather sadly. It hasn't 
gained by the celluloiding process. 
The strength of “The Pit“ was «@ 
convincing strength; that of 
“Shackles of Gold” is not entirely 
so. There is too much that is 
merely dramatica; too much acting, 
too much everything. One is first 
oppressed by the naked brutality 
of Gibbs; then still more oppressed 
by the brutality which wears a gen- 
tlemanly masquerade, and wears 
it thin. 

And all the time chere is an 
overemphasis of emotion ‘which 
ends by leaving one quite emo- 
tionless. It's hard to — 
what William Farnum expected t 
gain by this stressing of the 2 
mental. 

Feeling ie always so much more 
contagious when restrained, and 
he has given us portraits in the 
past which showed that this truth 
is not unknown to him. 

But in “Shackles of Gold” he 
tries to raise the business pirate 
to the stature of a demi-god, in 
defiance of gravitation and by his 
own suspenders as it were. Neither 
has stood the strain. 

One portrait in this 3 
gallery does stand out, however, 
as something genuine and touch- 
ing, and at times beautiful. It is 
Myrta Bonillas’ portrayal of Marie 
Gibbs, the hero's wife, who finds 
love for him only when he has 
wrecked his life to “avenge her. 
There is something extremely die 
tingtished about Miss Bonillas. 
She has not the ordinary screen 
beauty. She has no prettiness, but 
she gives one an impression of 
character not easily forgotten, and 
strength that rests on something 
more than a dramatic assumption.

Those who really 
stand in need of such information 
as Dr. Heady is giving out will get 
their money's worth. And those 
who have more than kindergarten 
knowledge of the life processes 
will be bored to death.
